Throngs continued today to view 
the ice spectacle at Broadway, 
Fourth and Locust streets, left by 
the $1,000,000 fire of . Saturday 
night and Sunday morning, the 
biggest St. Louis conflagration ,in 
many years. / 

Fourth street and Broadway, in 
front of the two destroyed build- 


ings, were open to street car and 
automobile traffic, and barricades 
of ice, chopped from the pavement 
and the sidewalks, stoo4 between 
the car tracks and the curb. Lo- 
cust. and St. Charles streets were 
also open. 

Tons of ite shrouded the ruins 
of the four-story Day Rub- 
ber Co. building. 4th North 
Fourth, where the fire started at 
10 p. m. Saturday, and the wrecked 
shell of the adjoining Broadway 
building, number 415, where the 
stock of Ray’s Credit Clothing Co. 
and part of the Rhodes-Burfors 
House Furnishing Co. steck had 
been destroyed. Remnants of floors 
sagged with the weight cf their} 
ice harvest, and the white glaze 
cascaded down the jagged edges 
of broken walls. Poles and wires 
bore a like glistening weight. Ad- 
joming buildings, their walls in- 
tact, were ice-coated. 

Deep Ponds Frozen. 

In the excavation for the Federal 
Reserve Bank bDhilding, to the 
south of the burned buildings, deep 
ponds had frozen, and the construc- 
tion chasm, one-half a city’ block 
in area, had the appearance of an 
ice quarry. 

The two destroyed buildings 
were part of a group which the B. 
Nugent & Bro. Dry Goods Co. had 
acquired by purchase, or by 99-year 
leases, as the site for a projected 
nine-story building, to cost $3,000.- 
000. Nugent’s owns or has leased 
the entire half-block, between the 
Federal Reserve excavation and 
St. Charles stree., on both Broad- 
way and Fourth. but no~-definite 
plan had been announced for 
wrecking any of the buildings 

F. A. Cramer, vice-president of 
Nugent’s, said today that the mat- 
ter of insurance adjustment would 
take up the company’s attention 
for the next few days, and he coul€ 
not say whether the building pro- 

ram would be hdstened as a Yre- 
sult of the fire. 

Estimated Loss. 

Cramer made a round-figure es- 
timate of the, loss on the buildings 
at $500,000. This, with estimates 
obtained-by the police from differ- 
ent firms affected, makes the fol-

SUPREME COURT 
HOLDS ROADS MUST 


SHARE EARNINGS 


“Recapture Clause” of Rail | — 
Act, Providing Return to 
U. S. of Half of Excess 
Above 6 Per Cent Valid. 


HELD WITHIN TAX 
POWERS OF CONGRESS 


Action Broyght, by Texas 
_Line Was Opposed by 
Security Holders and a 
Number of Large Roads. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. %—The 


recapture of excess earnings clause 
of the Transportation Act was deé- 


clared valid and constitutional to- 
cay by the Supreme Court. 

The decision was handed down 
in a case brought by the Dayton- 
ioose Creek Railway Co. of Texas, 
and in which a number of impor- 
tant railways joined, pleading that 
the provision would result in con- 
fiscation. } 

Case Originated in Texas. 

The first concerted attack by the 
railroads « on 
Act reached the Supremé Court in 
an appeal brought by the Dayton- 
Goose Creek Railway Co. to test 
the constitutionality of the ‘“‘recap- 
ture clause,’ under which railroads 
are required to return to the Goy- 
ernment one-half of their’ earnings 
ineéexcess of 6 per cent on the value 
of their property used in transpor- 
tation service. 

A number.of lArge railroad com- 
the Dayton-Goose 
Creek Co. in its attack, contending 
that the returns from rates fixed 
by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission must be assumed to be fair 
and reasonable. Other roads, how- 
ever, were not of this view and re- 
frained from joining in the case. 

Located entirely within the State 
of Texas, the Dayton-Goose Creek 
road instituted its challenge in the 
Federal District Court for the East- 
ern District of that State, and lost. 
The court held that the law re- 


quiring a return to the Government | 


of a part of the excess earnings 
was in effect an excise tax and 
within the taxing powers of Con- 
gress. In appealing to the Su- 
preme Court, the _ railroads con- 
tended it was beyond the power of 
Congress to determine what they 
should do with their earnings, and 
that to deprive them of legitimate 
profits was confiscation. 


The National Association of 
Owners of Railroad Securities 
joined in defending the clause un- 


der attack. 

President Coolidge, in his mes- 
sage to Congress last month, di- 
rected attention to the case, sug- 
gesting that the decision of the 
Supreme Court should be awaited 
before any further railroad legisla- 
tion were enacted. 

Contention of Railroads, 

Those attacking the “recapture 
c'ause’’ contended that the power 
of Congress in regulating rates was 
limited to protecting the public 
against unreasonable or discrim- 
inatory charges, and that the rail- 
roads, without regard to any action 
Congress might take, were guar- 
anteed protection in the courts 
against confiscation.

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GRAND JURY ASKS. 
A FULL AUDIT OF 
ASSESSOR'S BOOKS 


Assurance Received From. 


| 
the ; 


Comptroller That 
Needed Expense Will Be | 
Met, Sidener Says. 


The grand jury has ‘asked that 
a complete audit of the Assessor's 
records be made, as the result of | 
the tax assessment reduction scan- 
dal. 

Circuit Attorney Sidener today 
said that he had presented the 


grand jury’s request to the Comp- 
troller. and had received assur- 
ances that the needed expense of 
the work would be met. 

The grand jurors have com- 
plained that their inquiry into as- 
sessment matters had shown lack 
of a co-ordinated system, and that 
a complete audit would furnish the 
only means of getting at the correct 
assessment figures, as prepared by 
the Assessor's office and 
mitted to the Comptroller and Col- 
lector as the basis for taxation. 


Comptroller Nolte has caused a | 


bill to be introduced into the Board 
of Aldermen to appropriate $50,000 
for the cost of inquiry into the ex- 
isting system, and installation of a 
new system, which shall remedy 
any defects found to exist, and | 
shall provide a guari against 
frauds by erasure of the records, 
or by incorrect copying. The meas- 
ure has not been passed by the Al- 
dermen. 

The audit proposed by the grand 
jury would be independent of the 
Comptroller's intended examina- 
tion. and would be planned to ex- 
tend through the period of the next 
grand jury, or longer. 

The inquiry would extend 
through a number of years, prob- 
ably farther even than the period 


in which frauds mre now aetinn- 
able. Under the statute of limita- 
tions. indictments must be found 


within three years in forgery cases, 
which classification includes alter- 
ation of public records; and within 
ave years in bribery cases.

Employs No Force. 

The practicat experience of 
the league during its first three 
and a half years of life has not 
only wrought out, in a group of 
precedents the beginnings of 
what might be called the consti- 
tutional law of the league, but it 
has also shifted the emphasis in 
activities of the league and fore- 
shadowed impertant modifica- 
tions in its constitution, the cov- 
enant. 

At its birth the covenant of 
the league bore, vaguely in arti- 
cle X and more clearly in article 
XVI, the impression of a general 
agreement to enforce and coerce. 
Both of those articles suggest the 
action of a world-state which 
never existed and does not now 
exist. How far. the present 
league is actually removed from 
functioning as such a_ 8State is 
sufficiently exhibited in its deal- 
ings with Lithuania and Poland 
over Vilna and their common 
boundary, and with Greece and 
Italy over Corfu. 

Experience in the last 
years has demonstrated probably 
insuperable difficulties in the 
way of fulfilling in all parts of 
the world the large promise of 
article X in respect to either its 
letter or its spirit. No one now 
expects the league council to try 
to summon armies . and fleets, 
since it utterly failed to obtain 
even an international police force 
for the Vilna district. 

Each assembly of the league 
has witnessed vigorous efforts to 
interpret and modify article X. 
In the fourth assembly an at- 
tempt to adopt an interpretation 
of that article in essential agree- 
ment with the Senatorial reser- 
vation on the same subject in 
1920 was blocked only by a 
smal! group of weak states like 
Persia and Panama, which ev!i- 
dentiy attributed to article X¥ a 
protective power that it pos- 
sesses only on paper.

As to article XVI, the council 
of the league created a Biockade 
Commission which worked for 
two years to determine how the 
“economic weapon” of the 
league could be efficently used 
and uniformly applied. The 
commission failed to discover any 
obligatory procedure that weak- 
er Powers would dare to accept. 
It was finally agreed that each 
state must decide for itself 
whether a breach of the coven- 
ant has been committed. 

The second assembly adopted 
a radically amended form of ar- 
ticle XVI from which was re- 
moved all reference to the possi- 
bilty of employing military force, 
and in which the abandonment 
of uniform obligation was direct- 
ly provided for. The British 
Government has since proposed 
to weaken the form of require- 
ment still further. 

Articles X and XVI,- in their 
original forms, have therefore 
been practically condemned by 
the principal organs of the 
league and are today reduced to 
something like innocuous des- 
vuetude. The only kind of come

The Secretariat and the Labor 
Office have become Continuation 
committees for the administra- 
tive work of the organized world, 
such as The Hague conference 
lacked resources to create, but 
would have rejoiced to see. 

The council, resolving loose 
and large theories into cleancut 
and modest practice, has been 
gradually reconciling the league, 
as an organized world, with the 
ideals of international interde- 
pendence, temporarily obscured 
since 1914 by the shadows of the 
great war. 

No one can deny that the or- 
gans of the league have brought 
to the service of the forces be- 
hind those ideals an efficiency, 
scope and variety of appeal that 
in 1914 would have seemed in- 
credible. 


It is common knowlédge that 
public opinion and official pol- 
icy in the United States have for 
a long time, without distinction 
of party, been favorable to inter- 
national ¢onferences for the com- 
mon welfare, and to the estab- 
lishment of concillative, arbitral 
and judicial means for settling 
international disputes. 

There ts no reason to believe 
that the judgment and policy 
have been changed. Along these 
same lines _the league is now 
plainly crytallizing, as has been 
shown, and at the touch of the 
United States the process can be 
expedited. 

It no other way can the or-
